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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Saheki teaches desirability of switching from 
one Ipower level to another based on whether a vehicle is moving or not. Robinson also teaches desirability of increasing power level 
from a non-zero sleep mode power to a greater power when it is desired to transmit data from a tire sensing device in a vehicle. One of 
ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to reduce power level to a non-zero sleep mode level as suggested by Robinson in a 
device as disclosed by Saheki, in order to allow power to be increased more readily once vehicle motion was detected, instead of having 
to power up from an off condition. 
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
